100 LIVES AT STAKE. 


Men Beiet by Storm-Driven Atlantic 


Await Arrival, of Lifesavers. 


New Tork. Ma; S.—In peril of boingr 


washed orerhoard and drowned in thu 
.heavx;sea which hoa pounded the big 
German four-masted steel ship Peter 
Hlckmers, lying ashore at Zaeh'B in- 
let, twenty miles from the entrance to 
Now. York harbor, 100 men are anx- 
iously awaiting rescue from their dan- 
gerous position on Uis wreck, which 
at any moment mny break up under 
the terrible gale and heavy seas. 


Standing on shore and watching 


the wre9k, which lies halt a mile sea- 
ward, are the llfesavera, who have 
been attempting to rescue the imper- 
iled1 men, but whose efforts to bring 
any of them- ashore by roenns of the 
breeches buoy have been frustrated 
by the gale. Any. attempt by the men 
o( the four Hfesavlng stations to 
launch ourfboats and 50 out to the 
wr»ele would ha.ve been folly on ac- 
count of the heary seas. 


In the famous Sandy Hook lifeoav- 


ing crew now lies the hope of the men 
aboard tho stranded vesiel. The ship- 
wrecked men number forty of the 
ship's crew and about sixty men from 
the wrecking steamers, which tor a 
weefc havo been attempting to float 
the ship from the sandbar, -where she 
grounded on tho night of April SO 
walls bound from New York to Ran- 
goon. The crew of seven men of the 
Sandy Hook elation, under Captain 
Chester A. Lipplnoott. started for tha 
loone of tho wreck on board the Unit- 
ed States revenue cutter Mohawk. In 
tow ot the cutter ivas the lifeboat 
Rwicue, In which the final dash for the 
Kickm»r> will be made. As soon as 
the Moh»wk reaches a point off Zach's 
inlet the lifesavers will enter their 
tio&t and attempt to take, the men off 
the Rlckmers from the seaward side 
of the wreck and placo them aboard 
the revenue cutter.

Itf is-stated that the bank main- 
tained what was known as a "cash- 
ier's 'reserve fund." This WBR subject 
to the disposition of Mr; Montgomery. 
Frequently, It Is said, there was np 
much as 1700,000 at his (llnpos;il as hr 
saw fit.
